If  you  do  not 
have  a visual  program  in  your  camp  you 
aro  not  taking  advantage  of  your  re- 
sources as  you  should.  See  if  you  can- 
not borrov7  a machine  one  night  each 
week  for  this  purpose, 

USE  OF  SLIDES:  Some  camps  are  running 
the  slides  through  in  such  a manner 
that  they  can  got  no  credit  for  tho 
work  in  the  educational  program.  If 
you  will  give  lectures  on  histoi^''  one 
month  and  list  it  as  a class,  tricing  up 
the  various  periods  each  week,  you  wi  1 1 
find  that  it  v;ill  be  more  interesting 
to  the  men  and  you  'will  got  credit  for 
the  v.'ork  in  your  program,  Thcro  arc  11 
sets  of  slides  dealing  \;ith  /morican 
History,  this  would  last  approximately 
throe  months  as  ma.t^rial  for  a class  in 
American  History,  In  other  subjects 
there  are  just  as  many  slides  and  lec- 
ture notes  to  accompany  the  slides.
